federal appeals court haii upheld 
a 24^ay ban on motorized boats 
in the upper reaches of Hells 
Canyon, a scenic gorge along the

by the Snake River. 

. A three-judge panel of the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
upheld Thursday a lower court’s 
decision last year saying the 
boats could be regulated under

Forest Service. 

The ban runs Mondays through 
Wednesdays every other week in 
juJy-and August, fora total of 24- 


' motor-free.days. 

The Hells Canyon Preservation . 
Council, an environmental group 
focused on raft and kayak use of 
the deep gorge, wanted stricter

“Ijjgal or not, the number of 
jet boat launches allowed iii the 
Forest Service plan remains far 
in excess of reasonable numbers 
that would protect Hells 
Canyon’s ecosystem and the 
_cxperiencta.and3afe.ty_eLnpomoi_ 
torized recreationists.” said Ric 
Bailey, the council’s executive 
director, 

The Hells Canyon Alliance, 
whose membership includes jet- 


boaters and even' some nonmo- 
torized floaters, cbllected 4,500 
signatures by those wanting to 
end the ban. 

Judge M. Margaret McKeown 
wrote that the federal govern- 
ment’s plan balanced the compel- ' 
uig and often conflicting interests 
of motorized water craft users 
and non-motorized users, such os 
rafters and kayakers. 

“This appeal brings to mind

aloha?” remarked Ron Chinen.

— Indeed, -fewer-local4arms are 
growing plumeria, tuberose and 
other traditional flowers strung 
together to make leis.

Orchids rack the strong scent of 
Hawaii’s locally grown flowers: a 
plus for tourists with allergies, 
but a disappointment to those 
who find the sweet, exotic fra- 
grances to be part of Hawaii’s 
allure. 

The dendrobiunv growing sea- 
son in 'Iltailand takes place dur- 
ing the Hawaiian winter, meaning 
ample supplies of the purple-and- 
white blooms can be kept on hand 
during peak vacation season for 
many Americans.

NEW YORK (AP) - The biggest 
players In the linandal services 
tndustiy have been busy recently 
building one*stop shoos, where 
consumers can fill all of their, 
banking, investing and insurance 

needs- . , ., 

This past week's histone S35 bil- 
lion merger between Chase 
Manhattan and J.P. Morgan is the 
most recent example. The compa- 
nies say economies of scale will 
improve efficiency and produce 
savings for their customers. 

But it's not dear whether that 
will really happen. Indeed, skep- 
tics believe the opposite is true, 
and argue that a handful of domi- 
nant players will inevitably . 
reduce competition in the bank- 
ing industry and drive financial 
services fees higher. 

Bank merger activity has 
increased since last November, , 

when Congress repealed key ele^ 

ments of the Depression era Gla»

. - banks, investment banks and 
. insurance companies.

areas where they lacked strong 
footholds. 

For example, Citigroup, already 
dominant in the areas of insur- 
ance and con^erdal and invest- 
ment banking, bought consumer 
finance powerhouse Associates 
First Capital earlier this month for 
S30 billion, seeking, to raise its 
presence in the area of global 
' retail lending. ' 

And Chase, known primarily as 
a commercial bank, purchased 
investment bank J.P. Morgan with 
an eye toward expanding its reach 
in the lucrative arena of stocjt 
underwriting and asset manage- • 
menr for big businesses and 
wealthy clients, ^ 


"The idea is to be able to offer 
more l^ucts to more people, so. 
these companies are expanding ■ 
thek customer bases and expand- 
ing their product diversity," said 
Arielle Latulippe, a banking 
industry analyst at Raymond 
James it Assodates. 

Latulippe said consumers will 
benefit from the emergence of._ 
huge financial services conglomer- 
ates because it will enable them to 
conduct all of their finandal 
needs under one roof.
